Senate approves funds 
for community schools 


NEWARK-Senator Bill Bradley 
(D-NJ) visited a Newark neighbor- 
hood to continue his efforts to fight 
crime and help rebuild urban com- 
munities. Bradley met with commu- 
nity policeand local business leaders 
at the Boys and Girls Club to high- 
light recent Congressional action on 
his Community Schools and Com- 
munity Policing programs. 

“To help rebuild cities like New- 
ark we have to help each neighbor- 
hood build a sense of community on 
its own block. Making police men 
and women regular faces on the 
streets, and keeping the school 
building open for kids after hours 
are important steps,” Bradley 
said. 

Bradley’s two programs were 
funded in the Crime bill recently 
passed by the Senate. The Com- 
munity Schools program will re- 
ceive $400 million over four 
years, and approximately $8.9 
billion will be available to hire 
100,000 new police officers nation- 
wide. Both are part of the eight point 
urban plan Bradley introduced last 
March. The Crime bill now awaits

And the women with 
whom weshared this story mourned for 
us. They said “how sad,” in their native 
Zulu, “that you do not know your an- 
cestors. How sad that you cannot talk 
about your grandfather being on a par- 
ticular piece of land, that you don’t 
have the history of place that we have.”

Cigarette smoking doubles stroke risk: A study presented at the 
1993 American Heart Association conference in Atlanta, found that men 
who smoked less than a pack of cigarettes a day had 1.8 times the risk 
of having a stroke than non-smokers, and those who smoked more, had 
2.4 timesthe risk. Theresults were established according to the research 
of Dr. JoAnn Manson of Harvard Medical School. The study did not include 
women or representative numbers of African-Americans, Latinos, Asians, 
or Native Americans, but Dr. Manson, said that the results could be "safely 
applied to other groups as previous studies had revealed similarfindings.” 


The research also showed that a smoker's risk of having a stroke declined 
quickly once they kicked thé habit. The study did not explain how 
cigarettes raise the risk, but smoking has been shown to raise blood 
pressure, which may be the key factor, said Dr. Manson. For further

Hysterectomy complications higher for African-American Wom- 
en: In a study of more than 53,000 hysterectomy cases, African- 
American women were found to suffer greater risks of long hospitaliza- 
tions and dying in the hospital than white women. The research, conduct- 
ed by Dr. Kristen Kjerulff (and colleagues), at the University of Maryland 
School of Medicine in Baltimore, showed that African-American women 
were nearly three times as likely to remain hospitalized for more than 10 
days, and three time as likely to die in the hospital after receiving 
hysterectomies for any of a variety of medical problems. They were also 
more likely to suffer other complications after the surgery. The study, 
published in the current issue of the Journal of Obstetrics and Gynecol- 
ogy, found that after differences in age, hysterectomy technique, and 
other medical conditions were taken into account, African-American 


women still had a 40% greater risk of complications than white women.

them. A study of black and white man- 
agers found that blacks perform inter- 
personal skills—such as conflict man- 
agement, listening and motivating 
others—better than whites. However, 


these types of skills correlate less 
with overall effectiveness at rating 
time than task-oriented skills like 
problem analysis. 

A different study found that 
blacksconsistently receive lowerper- 
formance ratings from supervisors 
than do their white counterparts. 
Supervisors gave white manag- 
ers an average rating of 3.74 on a 
scale of one to five, compared to 
a 3.60 rating for black managers. 
Although both black and white 
managers tend to rate themselves 
higher than their supervisors rate 
them, the gap between self-ratings 
and supervisor ratings is greater for 
black managers. 


Baisden believes that blacks 
need to accept feedback in order to 
advance. Feedback is vital, because 
it not only provides essential infor- 
mation necessary for advancement, 
but because the effort to obtain it is 
perceived in most organizations as 
a positive signal of willingness to 
grow.

What it means to me 


I was never a holiday kind of guy! 
While growing up, my family observed few holiday rituals. 
Although we put up a Christmas tree every year, there was no ceremony 

to it - no drinking of eggnog or listening to carols while hanging the ornaments. 
However, the holiday season has taken on new meaning as my family sits at the dinner 
table the week following Christmas to celebrate Kwanzaa. Kwanzaa, created in 1966 by 
Maulana Karenga, chairman of Black studies at California State University in Long 
Beach, is a cultural observance for Black Americans and others of African descent. 
The name means "first fruits of the harvest" in Swahili. To emphasize that Black 
Americans come from many parts of Africa, Dr. Karenga synthesized elements from 
African harvest festivals to create a unique, American celebration. Kwanzaa, which 
runs from December 26 to New Year's Day, does not replace Christmas and is not a 
religious holiday. It is a time to focus on Africa and African-inspired culture.

I first heard about Kwanzaa years ago, but the holiday didn’t make an impression on 
me until the birth of my first child, Evan, six years ago. I wanted him to have a 
joyous sense of his Black heritage, to have an African-American holiday that would 
fill him with fond memories he’d savor as an adult. 


When my family lights the black, red and green candles of Kwanzaa, we do so with 
millions of Black Americans who celebrate Kwanzaa to varying degrees. Some adhere 
strictly to the holiday program as Karenga conceived it. Their observances 
incorporate the seven Kwanzaa symbols. Fruits and vegetables, for instance, stand 
for the product of unified effort, a straw place mat for reverence for tradition and 
an ear of corn symbolizes each child in the family. Other symbols are: a communal 
cup for the libation; and a seven-branched candleholder with the seven candles. 


The candles symbolize the seven principles Black Americans should live by. A family 
member lights a candle each day, then discusses one of the seven principles: unity, 
self-determination, collective work & responsibility, cooperative economics, purpose, 
creativity and faith. During Kwanzaa, families share dinners and exchange gifts with 
a Black theme - an album of African music for example. December 31st is marked by a 
feast, which in keeping with the theme of Black unity, may draw on the cuisines of 
the Caribbean, Africa, South America...wherever Africans have settled. 


Until recently my family, like many others who celebrate Kwanzaa, took a "pick & 
choose" approach to the holiday. At first, we omitted the communal cup and the 
candleholder on the dinner table, preferring to use free-standing candles. Now, 
however, we've grown into the holiday and celebrate it all the way. Throughout the 
seven days I read biographies of Black men and women, Black folk tales, myths and 
historical events that illustrate the seven principles. 


And, of course, there is the feast, which is called a Karamu. Since my wife does the 
Christmas cooking, the challenge of orchestrating the Kwanzaa meal is in my hands. 

In adapting Kwanzaa into our life, I decided we'd have one Kwanzaa meal during one of 
the weekend days during the holiday. My first Kwanzaa dinners were comprised of 
dishes from my childhood (collard greens and cornbread) and memories of my trip to 
Ghana (peanut butter soup). This year I will cook an updated version of a classic 
West African dish, Jolof Rice, taken from my book on Kwanzaa. My Jolof Rice recipe 
comes from Brooklyn caterer Dee Dee Dailey. 


Of course, celebrating Kwanzaa is not an end in itself. What most Black Americans are 
doing with Kwanzaa is using the best of the culture as an ideal to live up to on a 
daily basis. For me, that is the ultimate benefit of Kwanzaa. As a friend of mine 
said recently, "You take the principles of Kwanzaa and use them all year, and by the 
end of the year you will be a changed person." 


NEW TRADITION JOLOF RICE 


Serves 8 


1 cup dried black-eyed peas, rinsed and picked over 

3 quarts water 

1/3 cup vegetable oil 

1 (3-pound) chicken, cut into 8 pieces 

2 large onions, chopped 

4 garlic cloves, minced 

3 tablespoons grated fresh ginger 

1 tablespoon curry powder 

1/2 teaspoon cayenne pepper 

1 1/2 cups canned crushed tomatoes 

2 tablespoons tomato paste 

1 teaspoon salt 

2 1/2 cups long-grain brown rice 

8 medium carrots, cut into 1/2-inch-thick rounds 
1/2 pound green beans, trimmed, cut into 2-inch lengths 


1. Combine the black-eyed peas with enough water to cover by 1 inch in a large 
saucepan. Bring to a boil over high heat, and cook for 1 minute. Remove the pan 
from the heat, cover tightly and let stand for 1 hour. Drain the peas well. 

2. Place black-eyed peas in a 5-quart Dutch oven and add the 3 quarts water. 

Bring to a boil over high heat, reduce heat to medium, and cook for 15 minutes. 
Drain the peas in a colander set over a large bowl, reserving both the peas and 4 
cups of the cooking liquid; discard remaining cooking liquid. 

3. Heat the oil in a 5-quart flameproof casserole. In batches, add the chicken and 
cook over medium-high heat, turning often, until browned on all sides, about 6 
minutes per batch. Transfer the chicken to a plate and set aside. 

4. Add onions, garlic and ginger to the casserole and cook over medium-high heat, 
stirring often, until softened, about 4 minutes. Add curry powder and cayenne, and 
stir for 1 minute. Stir in reserved cooking liquid, crushed tomatoes, tomato paste, 
and salt; bring to a boil. Stir in brown rice, reserved black-eyed peas, and carrots, 
and return to a boil. Reduce heat to medium-low, cover, and cook 10 minutes . 
Return chicken to the casserole, cover, and cook for 15 minutes. 

5. Preheat the oven to 400 degrees. 

6. Stir green beans into the rice mixture, cover and transfer the casserole to the 
oven. Bake until the rice is tender and the chicken shows no sign of pink at the 
bone when prodded with the tip of a sharp knife, about 30 minutes. Remove from 
the oven and let stand 15 minutes before serving.
